HIS BIRTHDAY, 


While on Tour of the 
East 


——- 


LONDON, April 20,-(By Canadian 
Press)——A birthday present for the 
Prince of Wales, It is underatood, will 
be in the form of the creation of His 
Royal Highness as a Knight of the 
Thistle. The gift will probably be 
handed to the Prince on the morn 
Ing of hig birthday, June 24rd, when 
he will be 28 years old. The Prince 
is expected to return from hie tour in 
the Kast on June 20th, 

or some time past the King haa 
been considering how best he might 
bestow somo tangible mark of his 
satisfaction with the efforts of the 
Prince of Wales in India and the Far 
Fast, and His Majesty haa decided 
that the conferring of the Order of 
the Knigh* of the Thistle would be a 
suitable tuxen of affection and ap- 
prectation, 

In connection with the matter, sur- 
prise has been expressed that the 
Prince haa not already been made a 
member of this order, but the King 


himself did not become a Knlght of | 


the Thistle untfl the eve of hia wed 
ding. This waa on July 5, 
Queen Victoria gave a family dinner 
party at Buckingham Palace in honor 
of the wedding that wae to take place 
on the following day A short time 
before the dinner was due to be 
served Her Majesty summoned = her 
grandson to her private apartment 
and there handed him the star and 
ribbon of the order, and expressed 
the wish that he should wear it that 
night. King George, who waa then 
Duke of York, was in naval uniform at 
the moment, and he had to divest 
himself hastily of the Order of the 
Garter and assume the green ribbon 
in place of the blue one of the sentor 
order 

Thia, by the way, wae not the last 
occasion upon which a Royal Knight 
of the Thistle waa created, as Prince 
Arthur Connaught ts the “Junior” 
Royal Kinght at the present time The 
Duke of Connaught is the doyen of 
the order.
